The past season has been one that 
we farm ers and others have been 
looking for in regards to produc­ 
tion but from his view point he 
doesn’t want any more big crops. 
Price fluctuations have been too 
great and we have found out that 
big crops and low prices does not 
help the producer or the oil mills. 
The street price for seed this year 
has varied from $15 to $30 per 
ton. 
Oil has varied as much as 
$2,500 per tank from the high and 
low. 
Cake as much as $10 per ton 
and lint $10 per bale. 
The price of cotton and cot­ 
ton seed products 
has 
already 
coma under the influence of the 
coming crop yield, and the reduc­ 
tion of acreage is being carefully 
studied. 
The spinners stocked up 
on cheap cotton at fifty dollars per 
bale and is now waiting to see if 
the coming crop will bring that 
much or less. 
So it is with our 
cotton seed products our buyers 
are now getting out of the market 
and cotton seed products are slow 
sale for the reason that they might 
bring a whole lot less next year if 
we make another big crop. 
We 
should remember that a fourteen 
million bale crop will bring 500 
million more dollars than another 
18 million bale crop.

Irish potato include common scab, 
rhizoctonia or scurf, and fusarium 
wilt. 
Black rot is the disease to 
be dealt with where the sweet po­ 
tato is concerned. 
In the case of the Irish potato, 
both the common scab and rhizoc­ 
tonia are carried on the outer sur­ 
face of th, skin of 
the 
tubers, 
whereas Fusarium wilt is carried 
in the interior of the potato, the 
scientist said. 
Scab and rhizoc­ 
tonia or scurf may be controlled 
first by selecting sound tubers and 
second by soaking these tubers in 
mecuric chloride 
solution. 
Th* 
tubers should be soaked fo rone 
and a half hours in 
a 
solution 
made up of one ounce of corro­ 
sive sublimate, also known as me­ 
curic chloride, dissolved in nine 
gallons of water, Dr. Taubenhaus 
sa d.

Tanning Leather At Home For Many 
Uses On The Farm Is Process That 
May Be Used By Farmer Says ‘Prof.' 


(Special to the Eagle). 
COLLEGE STATION, Mar. 
— Tanning leather 
at 
home for 
various uses on the farm is a Pf0* 
cess that is well within the ability 
of any energetic farm er, accord­ 
ing to M. K. Thornton, professor 
of industrial chemistry, of the A. 
and M. College of Texas 
“On virtually 
every farm each 
each year, animals die from some 
cause or other or are killed,’ said 
Prof. Thornton. 
“ These 
animals 
are skinned and the hides sold at 
the prevailing m arket price which 
varies from two to five cents a 
pound for raw hides. 
The 
hides 
are shipped to a 
central 
point, 
tanned and returned at from 45 
cents to $3 a 
pound, 
depending 
upon 
the form. 
Hame strings, 
lines, halter* and 
other 
harness 
parts may be made 
from 
leather 
that is 
tanned 
at 
home for a 
small price and 
th!* 
high 
price 
saved." 
Frontiersmen of the early day* 


and the American 
Indians 
were 
proficient in the art 
of 
tanning 
bides, Prof. Thornton pointed out, 
the methods they used 
being sim­ 
ple but effective. 
In this connec­ 
tion he explained 
the 
process of 
tanning. 
“The tanning of leather 
consists in coagulating 
the 
hide 
porteins, thus changing them from 
a soluble, easily 
putrefiable sub­ 
stance into one that will retain its 
general 
characteristics 
u n d e r 
w eathering conditions and be re­ 
sistent to w ear,” he said. 
“This 
coagulation of the 
hide proteins 
may be accomplished 
by
